2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendment and argument have obviated the previous rejection under 

35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ellis et al. in view of Lee. The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest polyclonal IgY antibodies specific for gliadin, HMG 
and LMG that can inhibit transport of these antigens into the mucosal membrane of the 
gastrointestinal tract. Therefore, the claims are allowed.
